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Res Publica sponsors confrontation 


Few attend debate

When members of [PFW’s Student 
Senate confronted two represen. 
latives of ai group seeking a special 
election of the Senate at a Monday 
noontime meeting of Res Publica, 
each side had plenty of reasons for 
its position on the matter. 

However, when the meeting was 
over 90 minutes later, neither side 
could claim victory 

Wendy Welch and Jeff Sandy were 
the spokespersons for the group of 
students who in the past few weeks 
have petitioned for the im: 
peachment of Ken Schenk, student 
body president—a move, they said, 
they began to draw attention into 
their concern about how the Senate 
was conducting its business. 

Defending the Senate at the 
discussion and stating its points in 
the argument were Schenk, Holden 
Maecker and Don Moore, student 
senators. 

After opening statements from 
both groups, Mark — Smedal, 
moderator for the forum and a 
student senator, asked each side to 
comment on specific questions 
prepared by Res Publica members 
for the event 

The first question, in two parts, 
was directed at Senate members 
and asked why no special election 
had been called by Schenk and what 
part Schenk played in increasing 
activity fees of students. 

Schenk addressed the second part 
of the question first, He said the 
current Senate, which took office in

Corporations and public agencies are 
currently undergoing a ‘‘revolution.”” 
Even more dramatic than the changes 
being created by new technologies — 
robots, office computers, and the like — 
are changes that are altering the 
happiness, hopes, and altitudes of 
millions of workers by giving them new 
rights on the job 

The agent of change in this revolution 
is an army of “knowledge workers" — 
highly educated managers and 
professionals ranging from computer 
experts to personnel administrators, 
Not only are such workers new on the 
Corporate scene, but their numbers and 
influence are growing so rapidly that 
one might even say they are invading 
the corporate workplace, 

At the turn of the century, many giant 
Corporations, such as Standard Oil, 
Were led by men who were short on 
formal education. But today, 
knowledge workers hold almost 30 
percent of the jobs at Exxon — Stan- 
dard Oil's corporate descendant —and 
many thousands of other companies 
and public agencies, big and small, 
depend on growing cadres of such 
workers, 

THE RISE OF THE PROFESSIONALS 

The statistics hint at the extent of the 
change. For example, in 1940 only about 
One employee in 22 was a college 
Braduate; today it is about one in every: 
four, 

White-collar workers, a majority of 
Whom are college graduates, have also 
proliferated Since 1960, white-collar 
ranks have increased 72 percent, from 
28.5 million to 49 million, By contrast, 
blue-collar workers — once a majority 
in labor's ranks — increased only 30 
percent, from 24 million to 31.2million. 

Spearheading this invasion of 
knowledge workers is what the census 
calls “professional and technical'* 
workers, whose numbers more than 
doubled between 1960 and 1960. Such 
Broups as computer specialists, ac- 
countants, personnel administrators, 
quality control experts, and social 
scientists led the advance. 

CHANGING THE NATURE OF WORK 

The real story, however, is not in 
their numbers but in the qualitative: 
impact of knowledge workers on 
working conditions. First, they are 
rationalizing more of the work of the 
corporation and public agency; they 


Tate April, had not raised fees and 
were not involved in setting the 
current fee at $20, a raise from last 
year's $15 fee, for full-time students 

He also said he had served on the 
committee that recommended the 
$29 fee last spring, then serving as a 
Senator, but that he had been in- 
strumental in holding it to $20 in 
spite of the administration's request 
fora $2 fee 

"Dr. (Dave) Skelton (PFW 
athletic director) brought a proposal 
to the committee. They (the ad- 
ministration) wanted $25, but said 
they could get by with $22," Schenk 
said 

He said the committee com- 
promised by recommending the $20 
fee to the Senate, and that they 
thought this would make the athletic 
department, which received most of 
the increase, ‘tighten its belt!’ 
financially. 

At that point, Jeff Sandy, speaking 
for the concerned students, said, 
"There is a question whether people 
want to pay a fee at all—a small 
percentage of students attend ac- 
tivities.” 

In response, Schenk said Sandy 
was correct that only a small 
number of students participate in 
many of the events on campus, but 
that such activities were necessary 
for students to be able to attend 

“‘Tdon't want to pay an activity fee 
either,” Schenk said, “but it is 
necessary—it has been done before 
‘The university is more than a place 
for learning; there should be ac 
tivities. 


Maecker pointed out that other 
regional campuses have fees similar 
to the $20 [PFW feeand they fallinto 
the $15-$22 range 

In addressing the first part of the 
question, Maecker said'’The special 
election simply does not apply to this 
situation."" He said the portion of the 
Senate constitution referred to by 
those who deem the election 
necessary is ‘a matter of in- 
terpretation.”’ 

The special election in question 
was called for by Sandy, then Senate 
parliamentarian, in a decision last 
spring. Sandy said because the 
Students’ Government general 
election had Ieft nine Senate seats 
and more than six SUBOG seats 
Vacant at the same time, the con- 
stitution demanded a special 
election. 

Maecker went on to explain what 
would happen if a special election 
was to be called now. He said a 
special election would have to follow 
the rules of a general election 
because no rules exist in the con- 
stitution for the special election and 
therefore could not be held until 
eight wecks after being called by 
Schenk 

He said the Senate and SUBOG 
could not conduct Students’ 
Government business until 
sometime in January if such an 
election were called. 

Sandy disputed this claim saying 
there were stipulations in his April 
17 parliamentarian decision that 
Senate and SUBOG could continue 
business as usual until the vacant 


gather facts, analyze data, and reason 
to an extent unknown to most of their 
predecessors. According to Alan C 
Nixon, former president of the 
American Chemical Society, about half 
of the U.S. labor force is involved in 
creating, manipulating, or using in- 
formation, or working with 
technologies based on data 
manipulation. 

Second, knowledge workers exploit 
new technologies. It is a neat trick to 
invent a more powerful computer or a 
more sophisticated drilling rig, but it is 
fan even neater trick (as scores of other 
countries that haye failed in this 
respect know too well) to educate and 
train employees to make full use of that 
computer or rig. 

In terms of the quality of work life — 
especially the sense of excitement and 
reward one gains during working hours 
— knowledge workers have had a still 
more significant influence. It is 
because of them, more than any other 
employee group, that thousands of 
companies and agencies have 
liberalized decision-making, taking 
many day-to-day decisions out of the 
hands of a few leaders and distributing 
responsibility among trained em- 
Ployees dawn the line. 

Using statistical analysis, a factory 
manager decides on his awn, instead of 
asking the chief executive, whether to 
shut down the A line and add an extra 
shift on the B line. Again, the promotion 
manager of a retail store often decides 
on her own, instead of asking the 
president, what specials to advertise. 
EXTENSION OF HUMAN RIGHTS 

But the most far-reaching influence 
of all will “be the demand of 
professional, technical, and other 
knowledge workers for more human 
rights, especially civil liberties. 
‘Throughout their education, these men: 


and women have been trained, as part 
of their technical approach, to value 
such things as freedom of inquiry and 
the power of evidence 

Professionals and technicians see no 
reason why they should not be allowed 
to speak out against an action of the 
organization that seems illegal or 
unethical to them, or why they should 
haye to carry out a boss's directive that 
violates their norms of fair play. They 
see no reason why they should’ not 
engage in off-hours activities of their 
choice, so long as the activities don't 
conflict with the employer's interest 

They see no reason why their privacy 
should be invaded by polygraphs, 
psychological tests, or electronic 
Surveillance, nor any reason why their 
personnel files should be kept secret 
from them. And they see no reason why 
conflicts with their supervisors should 
be arbitrated by biased superiors; they 
want fair hearings by neutral in- 
vestigators 

What is especially galling to them is 
that many employers object to their 
pressure for greater civil liberties 
while disregarding incompetence in 
order fo ayoid unpleasant discharge 
procedures, 


VIOLATION OF RIGHTS 

Well-meaning corporate and 
government leaders protest that they, 
too, condemn violations of employees! 
dignity. In fact, however, most com- 
panies have neither a strong ethical 
code nor an effective way of enforcing 
it. Jack Stieber, head of Michigan State 
University’s industrial relations 
division, conservatively estimates that 
more than half a million corporate 
employees are fired annually for 
reasons most Americans would not 
tolerate.

seals were filled by a special elec- 
tion. 

Welch said the Senate members 
were talking about “practicality 
versus legality” concerning the 
special election. “We can't let it 
come down to that," she insisted 

Schenk said the lack of sufficient 
numbers of seats filled in the Senate 
(nine of 18 Senate seats were filled in 
the April election) ‘due to a 
technicality." 

He said the previous Students’ 
Government administration had 
failed to advertise the deadline date 
for filing petitions for candidates to 
be put on the ballot, and that, five 
people who had wanted to run in the 
election were voted onto the Senate 
the day after the election by thase 
whohad been elected 

Schenk said the Senate considered 


itself a valid group, and he will not 
call a special election. 

Moderator Smedal then opened 
the meeting for questions from the 
20-plus member audience, 

After comments from SUBOG and 
Senate members in the audience 
upholding the validity and actions of 
the current Students’ Government, 
two students commented on the 
activity fee assessed {0 IPFW full- 
time students. 


One, a woman, said she did not 
partake of any of the activities of- 
fered and that the $20 she paid could 
haye been used instead for trans 
portation costs on book fees. 

The second, a man, said [PFW is a 
commuter college and the people 
who attend here are mostly older 
students who have families and jobs

The question session was ended 
With five minutes left so that both

Welch said the group she 
represented still is asking for a 
special election: 


Schenk said the Senate is doing a 
Rood job and a special election will 
not be called, He said anyone who is 
really interested in working for the 
concerns of the students can become

‘Watchdog agency’ studies tax

Local taxpayers can be better in- 
formed about how their tax dollars are 
being spent by the city, the county, 

» fownships, and school districts. And 

“hey can fight back if they don't like 
the ways in which that money is being 
pul to use, 

The Taxpayer's Research 
Association, a “watchdog agency’! 
founded in 1934 for local government 
budgets, is concerned with the efficient 
use of the local tax dollar. This service 
is a non-profit corporation governed by 
a taard of directors and run by R. Dean 
Hall, executive vice-president of the 
association, and his staff of one full- 
time and one part-time employee from 
an office on the third floor of the 
Chamber of Commerce building, 826 
Ewing Street. 

The actual studies of local budgets 
are done by volunteer committees 
made up of tax and accounting people 
from various local member firms. The 


committees then report to the service 
and these reports are then prepared 
and published for the membership, 

These bulletins, which deal with such 
timely issues as the 1982 tax rate in- 
creases, are sent not so much on a 
monthly basis as just when’ the in 
formation becomes available, Hall 
said. There may be five or six of such 
bulletins per year. 


While the State Legislature is in 
session, lobbying against or for bills 
affecting local budgets is an important 
part of Hall's work for the service 
During legislative sessions, Hall said, 
bulletins go out almost weekly to 
members, keeping them abreast of 
developments and issues which would 
have local effect 

Membership in the association is 
gained by paying dues and is open to all 
local taxpayers. Individual _mem- 
berships and corporate memberships 
range from a minimum of $20 for an 
individual to a minimum of $40 for a 


business, all the way up to $3,500, an- 
nually. The determination of the dues 
paid by corporations or businesses 1s 
based Upon assessed value 

Hall said that the Taxpayers’ 
Research Association is providing 
services similar to those provided by 
chambers of commerce in other 
communities. 


Officers of the board of directors 
which numbers approximately 30 
community and business leaders, are 
elected at an annual membership 
meeting. Officers for 1980-81 include 
President William L, DeHaven, 
Executive Vice-President of Peter 
Eckrich and Sons, Inc,, and First Vice- 
President James R. Loomis, Executive 
Vice-President of Magnavox Govern- 
ment and Electronics. The list of 
board members also includes officers 
of Lincoln and Fort Wayne National 
banks, many local businesses and 
locally based corporations and in- 
surance companies 


Schenk recalls Senate parliamentarian

After refusing an opportunity to 
resign, Jeff Sandy, Student Senate 
parliamentarian, was recalled by Ken 
Schenk, student body president, at the 
Senate's Oct. 14 meeting 

‘The recall came in response to 
charges made by the Internal Affairs 
Committee, which were read by Holden 
Maecker, committee chairman 

“The parliamentarian missed three 
Senate meetings,” Maecker said. But 
Maecker later admitted that the Senate 
constitution allowed a member to miss 
five meetings and therefore, “That 
charge is open toreinterpretation.”” 


Dereliction of duty was another 
charge leveled at Sandy. ‘When 
handling an appeal (on the con- 
stitutionality of a piece of legislation), 
the parliamentarian must ask the 
student body president to nominate four 
provisional court justices to assist in 
Tuling on the appeal. On Sept, 30, Sandy 
failed to do this," Maecker said. 

All the charges were contained in a 
document signed by Maecker and Suzy 
Scare, former co-hairperson of the 
committee, who has since resigned 
from the Senate 

After lengthy and strident debate, 
during which senators Mark Smedai 
and Don Moore spoke in Sandy's 
defense, saying that he was not given 
the opportunity to answer the charges 
prior to his recall, Schenk announced 
his recall of Sandy and appointed Ellen 
Engleman, student body vice- 
president, acting parliamentarian 


Earlier in the meeting Engleman had 
called for senator Bruce Clark's 
resignation in a disagreement con- 
cerning tapes which Clark had made of 
Senate meetings, ''No official tape was 
made for the last meeting because of a 
problem with the Senate's tape 
recorder,” Engleman said. "Senator 
Clark made a tape on his own recorder 
‘which he has refused to turn aver to the 
Senate clerk (then Ron Diehl) so that 
we could have the minutes of that 
meeting. 


“He has seen fit to turn the tape over 
to The Communicator, but he has 
refused to honor the request of the 
Secretary of Students’ Government 
(Engleman)," he said. . 

Engleman also charged that Clark 
illegally taped a section of a closed 
session on Sept 30 and has several 
times refused Engleman's requests to 
erase that portion of the tape in her 
presence 

“It is my opinion that he has no 
respect for his position as a senator, 
and, therefore, no respect for the 
Senate,” Engleman said.

In “A Note from the Author'’ 
within the book, Nelson claims that 
making money is fun, but, more than 
that, for women, making money is 
the key to security and in- 
dependence as well as the key to a

Unjust discharge also 
appears to be a problem in 
slate agencies, where few 
good mechanisms exist to 
protect civil liberties, and in 
the federal _government, 
where the Civil Service 
Reform Act of 1978 appears 
to have further weakened an 
already weak procedure for 
protecting dissenters. 

Two irrefutable facts 
account for violations of civil 
liberties in business and 
public organizations. One is 
that almost —_ any 
organization, no matter how 
fair-minded most of its 
members are, has a minority 
of supervisors with despotic 
tendencies — anda minority 
Is all it takes to dampen the 
creative spirit 

The second fact is that, as 
a federal court once stated, 
the law of the land has, with 
only occasional exceptions, 
traditionally allowed a 
superior to fire a subordinate 
“for cause, for no cause, or 
for cause morally wrong." 


Among knowledge 
workers there is rising 
impatience with both the 
traditional law and the 
traditional civil liberties 
practices of organizations. 
As Ted Mills, director of the 
American Center for the 
Quality of Work Life, says, 
this powerful employee 
group "puts personal ethics 
ahead of any _ others; 
postulates human rights as a 
given, not a gift; and refuses 
to compromise its new, ever 
more individualistic | prin- 
ciples solely for economic 
gain.” 
CHANGING LAWS AND 
PRACTICES 

How are professionals and 
technicians succeeding in 
changing the law? Supported 
often by professional 
societies, such as the 
Institute of Electrical and 
Electronic Engineers, they 
are suing companies for 
unjust discharge. They have 


recently won significant 
decisions in California, 
Michigan, West Virginia,

One of Bickley’s first 
actions in his new job was fo 
hire Phyllis Jonas, the 
former director of Con- 
tinuing Education at the 
University of Detroit.

Jonas said, “'to bring classes 
to the student, to get away 


from the _ traditional 
semester, and to provide 
educational opportunities 
day and night.” 


“The fact that DGTS and 
the administrative umbrella 
it once provided no longer 
exists will be to the ultimate 


advantage of IPFW 
students,” Bickley ex- 
plained. 

“Now students who 


complete two-year degree 
programs previously housed 
in DGTS can move easily 
into the corresponding 
baccalaureate — programs 
and complete that degree. 
We call it the 2-plus-2 op- 
tion,” Bickley said. 

Bickley, who was recently 
given the responsibility for 
development at IPFW, says 
the old Luther Institute will 
become the Continuing 
Education Center. ‘Some 
continuing education
